CRIMINAL ACTION LIKELY 


Violations of Anti-Rebate Statute 
Have Disobeyed In- 
junction. 


The department of justice In Washington 
is planning to take aggressive steps toward 
the enforcement of federa] anti-trust laws 
against certafn powerfal Chiéago corpora- 
tions. 

Criminal prosecution against industrial 
railroad Hines controlled by the International 
Harvester comipany dnd the United States 
Steel company, the former having headquar- 
ters here, will be undertaken, in all probabil- 
ity, on the charge of violating the Elkins 
anti-rebate ect. 

Simultaneously, the attorney general will 
press the evidence that the beef packers are 
violating the order of Judge Grosseup. which 
aimed to restrain the trust from dividing ter- 
ritory and from fixing the price of beef on 
the hoof and dressed meats, 

It became known yesterday that In the de- 
partment of justice work toward the fore- 
going ends has been in progress for some 
time, and that the cases now are well in 


hand. 
Harvester Trust Is Involved. 

It is reported that the harvester trust may 
encounter further difficulties with the fed- 
eral laws as a result of the publicity to be 
given to the “ exclusive clause ” in the con- 
tract it has framed to be signed by dealers 
in the coming year. Here is the clause which 
ties down the sellers of agricultural imple- 
ments: 

Said agent especially agrees not to accept the 
agency for or to be interested in the sale of any 
Srain binder, header, corm binder, busker and 
shredder, reaper, mower, stacker, sweep rake, 
bay rake, or hay tedder, other than those manu- 
factured by the International Harvester company, 
either directly or indirectly, nor to permit any one 
acting for him.as employé, agent, or partner, so 
to do while acting as agent for the eaid company 
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under this contract, and sald agent agrees to pay 
said company on demand, as liquidated damages, 
$25 for each grain binder, header, or corn binder: 
$50 for each husker and shredder; $10 for each 
mower, reaper, or stacker; §5 for each sweep rake. 
hay rake, or hay teddéer sold in violation of this 
paragraph of this contract. 


Result of Rebate Investigation. 
The immediate troubles of the International

The intended cates, which will take the 
form of crimimél prosecutions, have been 
worked up asa result of complaints of unlaw- 
ful and excessive rates. These were found 
to be justified. 

Giver and Receiver Liable. . 

Under the anti-rebate law both the giver 
and the receiver of rebates can be punished. 
it provides tnat 

Every person or corporation who shall offer, or 
grant, or give, or solieit, or accept, or receive any 
such rebates, concession, or discrimination shal! 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
vietion thereof shail be punished by a fine of not, 
less than $1,000 nor more than $20,000. 

interstate comme:ce commission. in its 
decision that excessive and unlawful rates. 
vhich were tantamount to rebates, were 
charged, said: 

“So far as these practices may amount 
te violations of the criminal features of the 
act to regulate commerce, the statute ap- 
parently makes it our duty to bring them to 
the attention of the United States district 
attorney for the proper district, who is re- 
quired to prosecute such violations under 
the direction of the attorney general. This. 
in effect. places the whole matter in the hands 
of the department of justice, and the more 
Cirect way seems to be to refer it there in 
the first instance.” 


Investigation Held in Chicago. 

When complaints were made the commis- 
sion ordered a general investigation into the 
connections of the twenty-five railroads en- 
tering Chicago with each other and with ail 
terminal, belt, and private roads and spurs. 
The inquiry began in Chicago on May 6. 

All the roads filed statements showing the 
manner of dividing the . joint rates and 
switching charges, and several thousand 
pages of testimony were taken with regard to 
the organization of three so-called “ indus- 
trial’ roads, their manner of shipping goods 
and the division of through rates. It showed 
that the Illinois Northern railroad was owned 
by the harvester company, and its officials 
also were officials in the latter corporation, 
which also controls the West Pullman and 
Southern railroad. 

While the termina! roads formerly received 
only switching charges ranging from §] to 
$3.50 a car for the Illinols Northern and $3 
for the Chicago, West Pullman and South- 
ern, the commission found they were new 
receiving from as many roads as would grant 
it a proportionate division of the whole 
charge. This amounted on farm machinery 
to $12 a car, as against the former maximum 
of $8.50 acar. | 

Steel Trust Also Convicted. 

A similar condition was found to exist re- 
garding the Chicago, Lake Shore and Eastern 
railroad, which is a short termina! road, con- 
necting the plant of Illinois Steel com- 
pany, near Chicago, with roads running east, 
west, and south. 

The line, it was shown, is owned by the 
United States Steel corporation. The com- 
mission found that it receives a division of 
10 per cent of the rate on all shipments by the 
Illinois Steel company to the seaboard, 15 per 
cent to Buffalé and Pittsburg, and 20 per cent 
to the Missourt river and beyond, and in some 
cases even obtained special divisions in ex- 
cess of these. 


Beef Trust Presecution Assured. 

The investigation of the charges that the 
beef packers are violating an Injunetion is- 
sued by the United States Circuit court in 
this city last year has proceeded far enough 
to make !t almost certain that further steps 
soon will be taken by the government against 
the packers. 

Conferences have taken place in Washing- 
ton within the last few days between officials 
of the department of commerce and depart- 
ment of justice in regard to the evidence 
which has been collected.

Formal Announcement Is Made 
by County Chairman Carey. 


MeGann, Tradé, and Honore 
Among the Possibilities. 


Carter H. Harrison yesterday was formal- 
Ivy withdrawn from next spring's mayoralty 
race. It generally had been supposed, ever 
since Tuesday's election, that he would not 
be a candidate to succeed himself, but the 
matter was made sure when Thomas Carey 
chairman of the democratic county commit- 
tee, made this statement yesterday: 

“About six weeks ago the mayor, Mr. 
Lahiff. and I held a conference at which 
the situation was looked over. A discussio., 
of plans for next spring followed. Tho 
mayor said flatly that he refused to be a 
candidate for renomination, and that his. 
withdrawal] might considered final. 

Final Refusal Last Wednesday. 

“We asked him to say nothing of his de- 
cision publicly at the time. fearing it would 
have a bad effect on the democratic county 
ticket if the announcement were made be- 
fore election. We had another conference 
on Wednesday before the mayor left for Can- 
ada. At this time the mayor said that un- 
der no conditions would he be a candidate. 
and that no combination of circumstances 
could tnduce him to run again. 

“Then we went over the list of men who 
might be considered as possibilities for the 
mayoralty, and with the mayor we agreed 
on Ernest Hummel, Charlies H. Wacker. 
Oscar Mayer, Charles Gunther, L. E. Mc- 
Gann, John Barton Payne, Judge Charles M. 
Walker, Judge Lockwood Honoré, and George 


‘We agreed that any of these men could 
be elected if nominated, and that any one of 
them could defeat John M. Harlan with 


Attempts at Secrecy Fail. 

Edward M. Lahiff, secretary of the county 
committee, supplemented the Carey an- 
nouncement by one of his own. 

“It was not intended,”’ he said, “ to make 
this matter public for a week or so, but some 
anonymous Wiseacres got busy and gave out 
an indefinite announcement, resting on no 
authority. that the mayor would not be a 
candidate. Therefore, it was thought best 
to make the formal authorized statement that 
it had been decided that he would not be a 
candidate. The present organization will 
control the city convention, and there will 
be no contest in the primaries. The right 
man will be selected before the primaries are 
held, and he will oe supported without oppo- 
sition. For eight years I have avoided talk- 
ing for Mayor Harrison, but tn this case. tre 
being absent, I do.”’ 


Hearst Men to Make a Fight. 

With Mayor Harrison out of the running, 
the Harrison democrats still expect to mak» 
a fight for the control of the democratis 
city convention. They will try to prevent 
the Hearst democrats from naming their 
candidate for mayor, and with this end in 
view will unite with the Hopkins democrats 
who last fall were in combination with the 
Jiearst people for control of the Ifinois dele- 
gation to the St. Louis convention. 

Wililam. Loeffler, who brings more votes 
‘{nto a democratic convention than any other 
of the Herrison following. announced in the 
afternoon that he would fight the giving up 
of control to the Hearst following to the last 
ditch. He said he would go down in defeat 
rather than surrender. He at once started to 
organize an anti-H movement. ‘In order 
to do so, however, he had to go to the anti- 

democrats.

National . Organization Offi- 
es cials Aet-Summarily in 
the Chicago Case. 


DECIDE WHILE ON TRAIN, 


Effect May Be to End the Exist- 
ence of the Local Central 
Labor Body.

Compll- 
ance with the laws is named as the condition 
for the return of the charter.

Text of the Message Received. 
The text of the message follows:

A similar telegram was sent to the central

Law Is to Settle Disputes.

union of pressfeeders has been seated and 
the regular International Printing Press- 
men's and Assistants’ union has been shut 
out.

AN INJUNCTION. 


Complain That Three Were Induced to 
Indorse a Small Note of Fourth and 
Since Have Been Annoyed ' with 
Garnishments to Collect Usurious 
Interest-Jadgment~- Against Con- 
stable for Attempting Illegal Levy— 
Secks to End Eight Years’ Trouble. 


A few device of loan agents was brought 
to the attention of the courts yesterday when 
four stockyards laborers appeaied to the 
Superior court fur protection.

lected from Mikolasek’s employers. 


Gives Indorsed Note. 


It was then suggested to Mikolasek that 
Le give a new: note and new assignments to 
escape further garnishments, and he was 
asked to have three féllow employés sign the 
note with him. This was done, and Edward 
Williams, John Dvorak, and Albert Dvorak, 
the latter only 17 years old, indorsed a note 
for $100 for security for the money due on 
the old account. and additional $25 which 
Mikolasek borrowed in small amounts.

Editor of the ‘Lekvenworth Times, One 
of the Kansas Pioneers of 54; a 
Victim of Heart Disease. 


Leavenworth, Kas., Nov. 12, 3/a: 
D. R. Anthoriy; the noted editor of the Leav- 
enworth Times and brother of Miss Susan B. 
Anthony, the woman suffragist, died at his 
home here this:(Batufday) morning of heart 
disease, aged" 80, years. 

In the early days 0f:Kansas Col.. Anthony 
was known as the: fighting editor of. Kansas. 
Absolutely fearless; he was unsparing in his 
criticism of men he opposed’ and his 
criticism usually Was written in vitriolic 
English. As a result he participated in many 
shooting affrays and had carried a8 many as 
seventeen bullets in his body. Still, in spite 


four score years. 

Col. Anthony, who gained his title in the 
union army, was one of the last of a half 
dozen editors who dfd much to ‘spréad the 
fame of Karisasin’its early days. He-Was for 
nearly half a-céntury editor and;pfroprietor 
of the Leavenworth ‘Times, and during that 
time did muth to shape the destiny of. his 
state.

Governor-elect Adams’ assertion that Inde- 
pendence dynamiters would be in jail in nine- 
ty days was ridiculed by Bell. 


Defends Peabody’s Course. 
_ TT expect to go to Mexico to take charge 
of a mine,” said Gen. Bell. “I think the 
militia will not be called out again during 
Gov. Peabody’s term, and if it is during 
Adams’ administration the democrats will 
find they can do no better than we have done. 
** Peace and prosperity have been restored 
in Colorado by Gov. Peabody's course, where- 
as if he had temporized with the anarchistic 


quence, and Adams or no one else would have 
been able to settle it. 

“If revolution ever begins in the United

Peabody nor myself have any hostility 
to union laborers, but when organizations 
like the Western Federation of Miners are 
given any power at all they become inimical 
to union labor as well as to the other inter- 
ests of the nation.” 


Deported Miners Return. : 
Members of the Western Federation of 
Miners, many of whom were deported, are 
returning to Cripple Creek, and some of the 
miners who renounced their allegiance to 
the federation in order to hold jobs are re- 
canting. Although a bitter feeling exists, it 
is improbable there will be any more de- 
portations, as the election of Adams as gov- 
ernor is admitted to be a protest against 
deportation methods. 

“Citizenship won the day in Colorado,” 
declared John Mitchell, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America. “ With 
the people of the state it was a question 
of principle and humanity, and the people 
finally’ prevailed over the artrogant demands 
of capital and its tools. I do not wonder 
that men of both parties joined in rebuking 
Gov. Peabody by the ballot—the only wea- 
pon the American citizen really has—for his 
infamous course.”’ 

Bulletins have been sent out by the Western 
federation notifying their members it is safe 
to returm to Cripple Creek, but they are 
warned to conduct themselves in such a 
| manner that there can be no criticism. 


HAY. TO CONTINUE IN CABINET. 


President Roosevelt Says Secretary Will 
Act During Four Years Begin- 
| ning on March 4. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—[Special.]—As 
stated in THe TRIBUNE several months ago, 
John Hay will continue as secretary of state 
in the Roosevelt cabinet. Unless unforeseen 
circumstances arise he will serve through- 
out the president's second term, which will 
end on March 4, 1908. This announcement 
was made today by the president. 

lt has been reported that Mr. Hay was on 
the point of leaving the Roosevelt cabinet at 
one time, but the president would not hear 
of it. Mr. Roosevelt has acknowledged that 
he regarded Mr. Hay as a tower of strength 
in his administration and the thought of 
losing the senior member of his cabinet would 
cause him deep disappointment. 

It is understood that Attorney General 
Moody will resume the practice of law in 
Massachusetts shortly after March 4. 


BABCOCK SAFE BY 369 VOTES.. 


Wisconsin Congressman Has Smal! Plu- 
rality in District He Used to Carry by 
12,000—Official Count of State. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 11.—[Special.]—The 
official returns, tabulated tonight, show that 
Congressman Babcock has been elected by a 
plurality of 369 votes, whereas in former 
years he has carried his district by pluralities 
around the 12,000 mark. . 

The vote of Wisconsin by counties on pres- 
ident and goyernor has been compiled. It 
gives President Roosevelt a plurality of 138,- 
820 over Parker and Gov. La Follette a plu- 
rality of 45, over Peck. Roosevelt has a 
plurality of 93,488 over La Follette and 
shows to what extent the governor was op- 
posed in his own party.

BRYAN AND STATE RAILROADS. 

Bryan wants the states to own and oper- 
atetherailroads. He would like to see goods 
transported from New York to San Fran- 
cisco via the railroad systems of New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Llinois, lowa, 
Nebraska, Colorado, Utah, Nevada, and Cal- 
ifornia. This seems to him to be progress. 

It was because they could be run more 
cheaply and efficiently when combined that 
Jittle local railroad companies have co- 
aleéced into big national systems. When 
he -proposes that railroad systems be split 
up again, Bryan is setting himself against 
the economic tendencies of the age, against 
which he has exactly as much chance as 
King Canute had against the tides. Legal 
fiat cannot long or successfully resist natur- 
al forces. 

Under Bryan's program each state would 
have its own policy with regard to railroad 
dividends. . Some states would believe in 
making the railroads pay. Then they could 
apply the proceeds to the reduction of taxes.’ 
Others would beliéve in reducing freight and 
passenger rates to the point. where there 
would be no dividends at all. 

Between New York and San Francisco 
there are eleven states. Therefore there 
would be eleven different railroad policies. 
Therefore there would be eleven different 
sets of envoys extraordinary and ambassa- 
dors plenipotentiary sitting around green 
baize tables two hours a day for an illimit- 
able number of days trying to focus their 
eleven different policies on the fixing of a 
rate’ mutually satisfactory to the sovereign 
states concerned. 

Even this intense joy, however, would pale 
before the red flare of enthusiasm with 


’ which the states of Maine, New Hampshire, 


Vermont, New York, Minnesota, North Da- 
kota, Montana, Idaho, and Washington 
would find themselves obliged to enter into 
treaties with Canada over the through 
freight rates across the boundary line. The 
sovereignty of the British colony would at 
last overwhelm the constitutional] provision 
that no state shall enter into treaty relations 
with foreign powers. 

But if the fixing of rates would furnish 
strenuous occupation to the state railroad 
commissions, the outlining and undertaking 
of new construction would demand the ex- 
tension of human life to three or four times 
its present length, 

Suppose that the state of Kentucky dis- 
covered that it needed better railroad con- 
nections between its town of Lexington and 
thé Minnesota town of St. Paul. The first 
thing to do would be to persuade the rail- 
road commission of Minnesota. The rext 
thing to do would be to persuade the rail- 
road commission of Wisconsin. The next 


thing to do would be to persuade the rail-— 


road commission of Illinois. If it should 
appear after long deliberation that a new 
trink line was néeded, the route of that 
line would have to be determined. Each 
state would be actuated by the interests of 
the towns within its borders. Wisconsin, 


* for instance, would think that there was no 


reason why Minnesota goods should go down 
to Lexington, and so on to the gulf,when they 


could better go to Milwaukee, and so by lake 7 


to the Atlantic. Minnesota itself, on the 
other hand, would set a national estimate 
on the proper development of Duluth. IIli- 
nois would be concerned for Chicago and 
Peoria. If the trunk line from Minnesota 
to Lexington was ever constructed it would 
inelude in its winding, devious route the 
spécial local interests and the favorite towns 
of all the states through which it passed. - 
In other words, the construction of rail- 
roads, like their management, is not a mat- 
ter for local, provincial, short-sighted state 
control. To give the states the transporta- 
tion of freight and of passengers would be 


‘as absurd as to give them the transporta- 


fion of the mails. Who would want to see 
forty-five independent postoffice depart- 
ments in the United States? __

. Q@ARBON DIOXIDE INSTEAD OF ICE. 


A writer on “ applied science ” in the last 
gumber of the Forum, describes an “ im- 
proved ” method for the transportation by 
rail of perishable fruits, vegetables, and 
meats. Ice, which is expensive and which 
takes up much room where long distances 
have to be traversed, is discarded. Each car 
is made to carry its own refrigerating ma- 
chine. The compressor is driven from the 


axle of the car, thus obtaining its power 
from the locomotive. Carbon dioxide is made 
to circulate through coils of pipe, and they 
become so thickly coated with ice as to pro- 
tect the contents of the car, even when there 
are long stops. : 

The more scientific method of refrigera- 


} 
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tion is the cheaper one. That will be in- 
teresting to those who read a few weeks 
ago of the heavy profits—made at the ex- 
‘pense of railroads and consumers—of the 
owners of certain private car lines. The 
inquiries of the interstate commerce com- 
mission brought to light the outrageous 
charges frequently. made for the icing of 
cars. Even the lower rates granted to 
favored shippers seemed high, but that may 
be due to the expensive method of refrig- 
eration in use. — 

It is for the interest of shippers and con- 
sumers that the private car companies 
should adopt the better method. Then the 
cost of perishable foodstuffs, which in some 
cases depends largely on transportation 
charges, will be lowered. Consumption and 
production will be increased. 

The owners of the refrigerator cars may 
be in no haste to make the change. They 
may argue that it will add nothing to their 
profits—may even reduce them. So the rail- 
roads ought to seize the opportunity. They 
should build improved refrigerator cars of 
their own, and thus freeze out the private 
companies which have been feeding off them. 
Their earnings would increase, and ‘the pub- 


‘lie would be better served. 


HEART OF THE TRACTION QUESTION. 
Shall the immediate municipal ownership 

radicals be allowed to try their way, or shal) 
a franchise be granted along the lines of the 
proposed City Railway ordinance?

There is no use blink- 
ing the fact.

If he 
retains his control and nominates a settle- 
ment democrat, the radicals will put up a

The republican candidate standing for set- 
tlement will not be in a strong position if 
‘the settlement is to affect the south side 
only. The north and west side voters would 
not see iv such an arrangement any in- 
creased efficiency for their own street car 
service. Those who believe in settlement 
along equitable lines, if they wish to prevail, 
must offer a.settlement plan embracing the 
whole city. Then voters in all parts of the 
city will be influenced by their desire to ter- 
minate the present intolerable situation. 

The Union Traction company has thus 
far refused to acquiesce in a fair and reason- 
able settlement, such as that of the tentative 
City Railway ordinance. The Union Trac- 
tion company refuses to waive its ninety- 
nine year rights, and refuses to agree to 
purchase by the city at the end of the com- 
muted period. In fact there are few things 
which it is willing to do, except to take an 
ordinance on its own terms. If it persists 
in this frame of mind, there is grave danger 
that the settlement candidate will be beaten 
and that the immediate municipal ownership 
forces will be in control] of the city. That 
would mean a number of things which no one 
would contemplate with less equanimity 
than the Union Traction company’s stock- 
holders. 

This traction question cannot be solved 
by dealings merely between the city council 
and the company. Mayor Harrison, by his 
pledge, has put that out of the question. The 
council must frame its settlement plan—the 
best plan possible—a plan for which the 
strongest candidate the republican party can 
nominate for mayor will be content to stand. 
This’ plan must go before the people in the 
campaign, to. be examined, criticised, 
thrashed out. It must be strong enough to 
stand the fiercest heat of a fierce campaign. 
The people will then vote the plan up or 
‘down, and their decision must be abided by.

TEACHING THE DUMB TO SPEAK. 
The Chicago board of education is about 
to make a decision of great importance to its 
dumb pupils. 
It is among the wonders both of modern 
ingenuity and of modern philanthropy that 
the dumb who have never heard sounds can

be trained to utter sounds and to understand 


election, for he will know that his millions ,

from lip movements the sounds which their 
neighbors are uttering. 

The proposal before the board of educa- 
tion is for the establishment at the Normal 
school of a department in which teachers 
will besprepared to instruct dumb pupils in. 
this, the oral method. 

The manual method confined dumb per- 


fore confined them to intercourse with only 
such other persons as undefstood the sign 
language. This meant practically that the 
dumb talked with the dumb and with no one 
else. The dumb person found himself ina 
narrow community, from which there was 
no escape and outside of which the real 
world lay. If he met another dumb person 
he could talk. If he met a person who was 
not dumb he himself was still dumb. 

From this intellectual and social isolation 
the dumb are rescued by the oral method. 
The dumb person who has been taught to 
utter sounds can converse with anybody. 
But better yet, if he is within a reasonable 
distance, he can understand anybody. The 
movements of the lips are enough for him. 

The manual method makes a dumb per- 
son a citizen of a secluded, impenetrable 
community. The oral method makes him a 
citizen of the world. 

A further argument for the establishment 
of ‘an oral method department in the norma! 
school for the training of oral method teach- 
ers is that on the establishment of such a 
department the board of education will come 
into possession of the property of a private 
school for the dumb now maintained in the 
city of Chicago by private enterprise. The 
men and women interested in this private 
school are willing to transfer it to the city 
in case the city is willing to make provision 
for a supply of teachers trained in the 
method to which the school is dedicated. 

It is unfortunate that there should be any 
opposition to this project. The oral method 
is already in use in the Chicago public 
schools. Already dumb children are grow- 
ing up who can go into the ordinary occupa- 
tions of life and perform the duties of those 
occupations almost as well as their more 
normal competitors. And the project does 
not include the elimination of the manual 
method. It simply provides for the training 
of teachers competent to instruct pupils in 
the method which is being welcomed and 
introduced all over the world. If Chicago 
means to be up with the best schools of 
Europe it must have oral method teachers. 

The people of Chicago, as they have shown 
by innumerable letters from the parents of 
dumb pupils, will enthusiastically sustain 
the board in making arrangements for a 
supply of oral method teachers provided no 
impediment is placed in the way of parents 
who still wish to have their children in- 
structed in the older method of finger talk.

OR the first time since the rumors of a 
marriage between Grandduke Cyril of 
Russia and his cousin, the divorced 
grandduchess of Hesse, were started 
about two years ago; an official denial 

has béen issued at St. Petersburg of the pos- 
sibility of the match. But little been 
héard of the grandduke since he returned 
from the seat of war, wounded, and his 
nervous system wrecked by the explosion and 
sinking of the flagship of Admiral Maka- 
roff, just outside Port Arthur. But it has 
generally been understood that he was re- 
cruiting his health on his father’s estates, 
near St. Petersburg, and endeavoring to per- 
suade his cousin, the czar, to grant him both 
in his capacity as temporal ruler and as head 
of the church the permission to wed the ex- 
grandduchess of Hesse, 

The official announcentent just issued at St. 
Petersburg to the effect that there is no truth 
in the story that a marriage will take place 
between the young grandduke and his fas- 
cinating cousin shows that he has been un- 
successful in his efforts to influence the em- 
peror. He has now gone to the south of Italy, 
and it is asserted that as soon as his health 
is sufficiently restored he will proceed once 
more to the seat of war, that is to say, in the 
spring. 


Of course it is just hossible that Cyril may 
defy the czar, and, following the mple es 
his uncles, the Granddukes Alexis and Paul, 


and of his cousin, the Grandduke Michael 
Michaeliovitch, may wed in opposition to the 
wishes and commands ofthe emperor. In 
that event the marriage would not be recog- 
nized as a legal] union, either in Russia or any 
foreign court, while Cyril would be deprived, 
not only of his allowance from the family 
property of the Romanoffs and from the 
crown as grandduke, but also of all his mil- 
itary honors and distinctions. 


Pius X. is continuing the program of re- 
forms in the direction of economy already in- 
augurated by his predecessor, Leo XIII. 
Expenses have been cut down in every direc- 
tion, at the vatican, sinecures abolished, plu- 
ralities pruned off, and abuses swept away. 
And now he is extending this system of econ- 
omy to those imposing ceremonies at St. 
Peter’s which entail an enormous expend- 
iture of money that could be more advan- 
tageously employed forthechurch. Thus the 
ceremonia] of canonization has until now in- 
volved an expense of as much as $50,000, and 
even $70,000, part of which was represented 
by fees, and a considerable amount by the 
cost of the decoration of the basilica of 8t. 
Peter. Most of this money was exacted from 
the family of the candidate for canonization 
or from the religious order to which he or she 
belonged, and the pope was startled to find 
that there have been several candidates who 
had fulfilled all the qualifications for canoni- 
zation, but from whom this supreme honor of 
the Roman Catholic church had been with- 
held, in some cases for over 100 years, merely 
because their families could not pay the ex- 
travagant fees and expenses pertaining to the 
final ceremonial. 

Pius has now declared that he will not per- 
mit the basilica to be decorated in the cus- 
tomary manner on the occasion of the cere- 
monials of canonization next month, and on 
the occasion of the celebration of the jubilee 
of the dogma of the immaculate conception. 
And while this has excited the ire of a num- 
ber of dignitaries whose pockets have been 


affected thereby, the action of the holy father 


has given great satisfaction to the people at 
large, and especially to all those imbued 
with artistic tastes which were offended by 
the decorations that invariably spoiled, in- 
stead of improving. the majestic spectacle 
of the interior of St. Peter's. 


Lord Anglesey. the bankrupt head of the 
house of Paget, is living quietly in the Grand 
hotel at Dinard, his entourage reduced to one 
man servant, the little baby girl whom he 
adopted about a year and a half ago, and her 
nurse. He declares that he has had several 
offers from America from first class mana- 
gers to go on the stage here, but that he does 
not feel like doing so just yet.

|. NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Chicago Orchestra. 

There were not over a dozen seats and only 
a few boxes left unoccupied in the Auditori- 
um yesterday afternoon when the Chicago 
Orchestra gave its second public 
of the season. This means that over 3, 
music lovers assembled to enjoy the program 
Mr. Thomas had prepared—a showing truly 
splendid, and which would seem to ind!- 
cate that there is no want of interest in 
the orchestral concerts, so far as the pub- 
lic is concerned. Many would be patrons 
were turned away yesterday, despite the 
large number accommodated. The cheaper 
priced seats went‘first, and many who came 
were undesirous of paying for dearer tic 
kets. Close upon 4000 persons. must have 
been at the Auditorium between 1:30 and 
2:30 o'clock wishing to hear the concert. 


The program contained nothing in the way 
of novelty, but an abundance of familiar ma- 
terial, which was in the highest degree ac 
ceptable and enjoyable. Brahms’ “ Acad- 
emic Festival ’’ Overture ushered in the aft- 
ernoon. It is one of the most joyous and in- 
spiriting of the German master’s creations 
and it failed in no wise yesterday to delight 
came Beethoven's second Symphony. 
The. learned in music’s realm tell us that 
this is not the ‘“‘ best Beethoven,” and the 
ardent ‘“‘moderns”’ declare that ft is essential- 
ly old fashioned and inferior. It may be 
all this, and even more, but yesterday the 
vast audience seemed to find it a pretty good 
kind of Beethoven, and derived quite evi- 
‘dent enjoyment from it, despite its ‘old 
fashionedness’"’ and its “inferiority.” It 
ie true that there is an abundance of melody 
in the work, indeed, in every movement 
taere are tonal successions which the know- 
ing might describe as “tunes.” They are 
so natural, and to the unsophisticated so 
beautiful, that they may be hummed and 
might even be whistled on the street were 
the listener given to that form of labial 
exercise. They have a knack of lingering 
in the memory and getting themselves sung 
over again and again, and, of course, any 
succession of tones capable of doing this 
cannot be ** good music. 

If anything is clear enough and simple 
enough nowadays to be remembered without 
the aid of a phonograph and a full size 
orchestrion, it is not high grade music, and 
it cannot by any stretch of imagination or 
any leniency in judgment be considered art. 
Yet this music, which is not the “ best Bee- 
thoven ” and which is old fashioned and in- 
ferior, has managed to endure for full 1 
years, and yesterday it was as welcome 
and refreshing to the weary sense of the 
noise tired listener as is the golden sun- 
shine to the housed prisoner, or the fresh 
air of God's open fields to the worn dweller 
in man’s crowded, slaving places. More 
than a century it has rejoiced the souls of 
men; far may the day still be when the 
great majority of earth's children shall cease 
to find pleasure and inspiration in its pure 
high beauty! 

The lovely work was played with all the 
skill and enthusiasm which technical su 
premacy and sincere admiration can supply. 
Both Mr. Thomas and his men entered with 
affection and gladness into their reading, and 
the result was joy to all who heard. 


Goldmark's, The Country Wedding,’ was 
the other important orchestra! selection of 
the afternoon. It has long been absent from 
| the programs, and ifs revival was more 
than welcome. It is a beautiful piece of 
tonal picture work—a veritable. Tenlers 
masterpiece in the gallery of musical paint 
ing. The orchestra gave it yesterday with 
all its rustic wholesomeness and hearti- 
ness made evident and all its soft, rich col- 
oring aglow with beauty and warmth. 

The soloist of the afternoon was Mme. 
Louise Homer, a singer who has made for 
herself a place in the esteem of the patrons 
of the Metropolitan Opera company during 
its visits here. She was heard yesterday 
tn the “ Abscheulicher " scena and aria from 
“Fidelio,” four of the fiVe Wesendonck 
songs of Richard Wagner (“ Im Treibhaus "’ 
was omitted), and as an encore the “ Lore- 
lei’ of Liszt. So far as vocal equipment 
is concerned, Mme. Homer need fear no com- 
parison with any of the eminent contraltos 
of the world. Her voice is of exceptional 
range, of splendid fullness and power, and 
rich and noble throughout its every regis- 
being exactly placed and round and free. 
The singer’s use of the material nature has 
given is in all respects excellent, and in 
phrasing, shading, and all that can be 
learned, she leaves virtually nothing to be 
desired. It is only in the matter of tempera- 
ment that she is wanting. Her singing leaves 
the listener unmoved. He hears, admires. 
and approves, but he is not touched. The 
aria and the songs were beautifully deliv- 
ered yesterday, and the vocal completeness 
which characterized them delighted, but 
they did not convince.

SHORT STUDIES IN 


GEOLOGY. | 
Earthquakes. 


~HE earthquake is one of the most ter- 
rible of natural phenomena. The vol- 

cano and the tornado usually give 
some warning oftheir approach... The 
earthquake strikes suddenly, _some- 
times. noiselessly, most often fh the: dark. 
There usually is some chance of escape from 
other convulsions of nature. The earth- 
quake seems to the observer toaffect equally 
all the ground around him, so that.there ap-, 
pears no way to turn; and his nervous sys- 
tem is so deranged by the strange .¢exper!- 
ence he is having that he would not be abie 
to see an avenue of escape if it were directly 
before him. Familiarity with earthquakes 
does not breed contempt for them as it does

for some of the repeated menacing acts of 
man and nature. No pedple dread them so 
much as those who live in regions where 
they are frequent. When the solid earth, 
trembles like a leaf. when chasms wide 
enough to receive the largest buildings open 
in the ground, when the sea ts thrown Tike 
an enermous wet blanket over miles and 
miles of land and then rushes back to its 
bed. sweeping whole cities before: it, man 
begins to appreciate how feeble is the great- 
est opposition he can offer to angry nature 
when she puts forth her might. . 

The story of the famous earthquake which 
partly destroyed Lisbon shows the power of 
earthquake shocks and also illustrates the 
wide variety ef terrible effects they may 
produce. On Nov. 1. 1755. a noise like loud 
thunder was heard in. Lisbon. ard almost at 
the same moment came a convulsion of the 
earth which threw down the greater part of 
the city. Thousands of people who had 
escaped burial inthe ruins ran’ to a large 
marble quay on the river Tagus. Suddenly 
this went down and all on it were drowned. 
The sea now slowly retired a long distance. 
Then, with a roar, it rushed back In a wave 
fifty feet high that swept over the city and 
drowned thousands more people who had 
been caught in the ruins. Of Lisbon’s 200.000 
inhabitants 70,000 perished. Nor were the 
effects of the shock confined to Lisbon. It 
was felt over a region four times as large as 
the continent of Europe. All the waters of 
the Atlantic north of the equator were 
swayed by it. and even in the West Indies 
they rose twenty feet above their usual level. 
Altogether more than 100,000 people were 
killed by this earthquake. and thousands 
more died from the_pestilences which it 
caused. It was more deadly than any battle 
of whose losses there is an authentic'record. 
Only 80,000 fell. in the bloody: struggle be- 
tween Rus$ia and France at Borodino. 

The cause of earthquakes must be sought 
within the crust of the earth. - Our globe ts 
constantly contracting-toward its center. 4s 
it has been doing since,the remotest geolog- 
ical past. Its contraction presses the parts 
of its crust violently together, and while 


e— 


some of them are forced downward others 
are forcéd upward in the form of mountain 
ranges. As these ranges slowly rise the 
ernlormous rocks of which they are composed 
sometimes slip over each, or they may break 
Occasionally molten lava is forced upware 
into the crevasses formed by the cleavags 
of stratified rock. No doubt there are fre. 
quent Internal explosions of gas, some of 
them being extremely violent. In thess 
ways, and no doubt in many others, the 
earth’s crust is given those shocks whichap~ 
pear at its surface as earthquakes. 
Earthquakes are of widely varying 
of violence. Often they are so slight that 
only am almost imperceptible trembling of 
the ground indicates that they are 
place.. The shock usually originates about 
thirty miles below the surface. It pitches 
persons or things directly over its place of 
origin straight upwards, while the farther 
@ person or thing is away from the place of 
origin the more the quake tends to throw him 
or it over on one side. 


‘ 

Several regions of the earth are peculiarly 
subject to these disturbances. Calabria. i, 
Italy. had 949 shocks in 1783 and 151 in 1784, 
It had another epidemic of shocks in 1857, 
In both periods cities were destroyed, the 
country was laid waste, and many thousands 
of people perished. Japan also ts a land of 
earthquakes. In 1888 630 shocks were ob- 
served there. One which was more violent 
than the rest destroyed many temples, fac. 
tories, and railways and formed a chasm 
in the earth fifty miles long. Three thou. 
sand minor shocks which followed caused ¢ 
six months’ interruption of traffic in one of 
the richest and most populous sections of 
the country and took the lives of 10,000 pep. 


ple. 

The first earthquake ever observed fy 
North America occurred in New England ip 
1685. That of 1727. In the same section. wag 
accompanied by a bellowing noire which the 
good people thought was made by the voles 
of Satan raving in his subterranean empits, 
A more violent shock took place in 17) 
But the most terrible earthquake that ever 
took place on this continent was that at 
Charleston in 1886. In the early summer 
of that year slight tremors had been feltf® - 
South Carolina. but had attracted little at. 
tention. The night of Aug. 27 there wag 
heard a “ rushing. roaring noise.” which wag 
followed by a “ thumping and beating” of 
the earth under the houses of Charleston) 
The shock lasted about forty seconds. The 
.earth opened and tiny volcanoes poured 


fcrth streams of sand. Fourteen thousagg 


chimneys were thrown from houses. every 
building {n the city was damaged. hundred 
losing large parts of their walls, and many 
being demolished. and twenty-seven people” 
were killed outright. | 
Earthquakes move at widely differig 
rates of speed. Their velocity, devends @& 
the elasticity of the rock thfoueh 
they travel. The great earthquake in Cale 
bria in 1857 went only 78 feet a second, 
That of Strasbure went 2.861 feet a second, 
Shocks have gone 5,100, 8.000, and 9.800 feet 
a second in Japan. while that at Charlestes 
went at the unprecedente@ speed of T7708 | 
feet. or more than three miles. a second 
Observation shows that they occur oftener 
in cold and in hot weather. Of 1.230 shocks 
in Switzerland only 485 took place from April 
to September inclusive, while 795 took place 
in the other months of the year. The small 
est number, forty, took place in July. and: 
the largest number, 165, in December. They 
are also lovers of darkness. Of 502 which 
were recorded in Switzerland, 320. or G4 per 
cent, occurred between 6 p. m. and 64. @. 
As already hinted, it is probable that 
earthquakes are caused by processég of 
mountain building. Sometimes they occur, 
as at Charleston, in level countrieés where 
there are no mountains and no evidences 
that any ever existed. But they usually take 
place in mountainous districts, and theparé 
especially common irf regions whose moun- 
tains are geologically new and in which thers 
is a good deal of volcanic activity. Wear 
prone, perhaps, to think. that the earth ® 
now in a stable condition and that the 
changes taking place in it are not neanss 
violent as such mountains as Everest, which 
towers 29.000 feet above the sea, and ogeam 
bottoms unfathomably deep indicate former 
ly took place. . It is probable. however, that 
the alterations in the earth always have been 
made gradually, and that the earthquake 
shocks felt now are little, if any, less severe 
than those of former ages. 8. O. D.

In defense of their jewelry the policemen 
say that it is really an investment. Dia- 
monds are conStantly advancing in value, so 
they can always get the worth of a ring if 
they choose to sell it.

Mrs. Strowbridge has, a series of short 
sketches, talked about the desert as it seems 
to be to the vagrant children that she rears 
on her golden bosom. There is materia! for 
a dozen novels in these pages, and, better 
still, hints and visions of rich old dreams that 
have lured men for almost three centuries 
away from the haunts of men into the mys- 
terious and prodigal west. Mrs. Strow- 
bridge’s writings may be open to all of the 
criticisms made by the eastern editor, but 
they are, nevertheless, full of fascination to 
one who, loving literature, yet loves the west 
still more.

_ The effect of Stewart Edward White's “THE 
MOUNTAINS ” upon you is to make you for- 
get that you are an elderly female with 
flabby muscles, overaddicted to roof and fire 
(of course you are that kind or you wouldn't 
be wasting your time reading book notices), 
and imagine yourself to be a-stalwart young 
male of 23, dressed in khaki, reasonably 
armed with effective weapons, seeking out 
the places of the earth which it is most diffi- 
cult to attain.

But he knows, and indicates that he 
knows, that all men who ars not clods are 
moved by these phenomena, and he tells his 
readers how they can best prepare them- 
selves for getting out of town and entering 
into close communication with the high 
Sierras. It is a good thing to know; and 
the mountaineering seems simple enough 
providing that one has a few elementary 
necessaries, such as time, youth, imagina- 
tion, health, sense, and a friend ortwo!

MRS, CLAY'S BELLE OFTHE FIFTIES. | 


Reviewed by Prof. George C. Howland of the 
University of Chicago. 

BELLE OF THE FIFTIES.” me- 

moirs of Mrs. Clay of Alabama, 
edited by Ada Sterling (Double- 
day, Page & Co.), is a chatty book 
covering the period just before and 
during the civil war. Mrs. Clay was the wife 
of Clement C. Clay Jr., United States senator 
from Alabama and afterwards a leader of the 
cenfederacy. Many of her recollections are 
interesting on account of the well known 
names which are introduced. Other incl- 
dents, trivial in themselves, combine to 
make an entertaining picture of society ina 
period long past. 

The-attention of statesmen might well be 
directed to Mrs. Clay's report of Secretary 
Marcy's answer to the question how he man- 
aged to preserve his uniform complacency in 
spite of all attacks of his enemies. “ Well, 
I'li tell you. I have given my secretary or- 
ders that whenever he sees an article eulo? 
gistic of me, praising my ‘ astuteness,’ my 
‘far seeing diplomacy,’ my ‘ incomparable 
statesmanship,’ etc., he is to cut it out and 
place is conspicuously on my desk where I can 
see it first thing in the morning; everything 
to the contrary he Is to cut out and up and 
corsign to the waste basket. By this means, 
hearing nothing but good of myself, I have 
come naturally to regard myself as a pretty 
good fellow! Who wouldn’t be serene under 
such circumstances?” 


As the title of the book suggests, it devotes 
a good deal of space to the social triumphs 
of Mrs. Clay, recalled with an ingenuous de- 
light not displeasing in a lady of 80 years. Tn 
contrast with the gay ‘50s in Washington are 
the struggies of the women of the south to 
keep up their finery in wartime. “ Pins were 
the rarest of luxuries; for the greater part of 
the time locust thorns served us instead.” 
Gourd seed buttons, dyed red, aided in the 
profound impression created by a muslin 
gown in which Mrs. Clay appeared in Rich- 
mond in the spring of '64. Coffee was made 
from potatoes sliced, toasted, and ground. 
Chocolate was made from roast peanuts. So 
substitutes were found for other luxuries, 
and merriment was mingled with the tragic. 
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Burland (Little, Brown & Co.), is the elab 
oration of a daring and novel theme. The 
princess is the rightful sovereign of a land 
not found on the map, a kingdom located at 
the north pole. The people of that land are 
the descendants of Normans, who made 
their way thither in the twelfth century and 
found their return cut off by mountains of 
ice. Voleanic activity makes this polar king- 
dom warm enough to be habitable, and nat- 
ural gas lightens the darkness of the long 
night. How a band of Engli:hmen was led 
to endeavor to place the princess on her 
throne, and what became of them all, is 
narrated in a manner worthy of Jules Verne 
or H. G. Wells, so far as plausibility goes. 
The author, who belongs to the dramatic 
profession, has contrived the mechanism of 
the story well, and reserves the greatest sur- 
pM@se of all fortheclimax.

LOU DILLON TROTS THE MILE AT 
MEMPHIS IN 2:01 FLAT. 


Contest Takes Place in Regularly Ad- 
vertised Meeting, but* Representa- 
tives of BE. E. Smathers, Whe Are at 
the Track, Make the Charge That 
the Timing Is Incorrect — Shanzon 
and Holmbeck, Horsemen, Assert 
They Caught It as 2:02 1-5. 


Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 11.~[{Specia!.]—Lou 
Dillon broke the werld’s unpaced trotting 
record at the Driving park today by com- 
pleting the mile in 2:01. The former unpaced 
record, 2:01%, was held jointly by Lou Dillon 
and Major Delmar. 

The daughter of Sidney Dillon was driven 
by Millard Sanders, her trainer, and was 
accompanied by a runner at the side. The 
weather conditions were not the best, the day 
being cold and disagreeable. 

After scoring swice, the word was given. 
The little mare stepped the first quarter in 
thirty seconds. When straightened out down 
the backstretch Sanders called on her, and 
the half mile post was passed in :50%. The 
runner challenged the mare in the turn for 
home and she passed the three-quarter pole 
in 1:30. When well lengthened out for the 
wire Lou Dillon slightly faltered, but passed 
the judges’ stand in 2:01. 

Both horse and driver, on their return to 
the stand, were loudly cheered. 

Today's meeting had been properly adver- 
tised so as to give Lou Dil.on's performance 
an official booking on the records, but te- 
night it developed that a charge would be 
made that the time given out was incorrect. 
E. E. Smathers, it appears, had representa- 
tives at the track who are prepared to swear 
the time of 2:01 given out was one and one- 
fifth seconds too fast. These nren caught the 
time, they say, as 2:02%. This announce- 
ment, which was madeat a late hour tonight, 
has created a sensation here. 

Today, when &. E. Smathers was notified 
Lou Dillon was going against the record made 
by his horse, Major Delmar, at the meeting 
here last month, Mr. Smathers wired back 
asking “ Mickey " Shannon, trainer of G. C. 
Bennett & Co.'s stable, to go to the track and 
time the mile. Mr. Shannon went, taking 
with him Dr. M. Heilmbeck, who was for ten 
years associated with Bud Doble in the trot- 
ting horse game. These two men timed the 
mile carefully, and are willing to state on 
their oaths that the mile was made in 2:02. 
and not 2:01, as announced by the official! 
timers. 

These men should be expert timers, and 
Shannon says he had his watch examined by 
an expert before timing the mile. The frac- 
tional time as caught by Smathers’ repre- 
sentatives was: :30, 1:00%, 1:30%, 2:02. 

The timers who served today indignantly 
deny that the time was imcorrect. 

Lou Dillon will be kept at Memphis for sey- 
eral days and an effort made to further lower 
the records for a mile under old conditions.
